HYPNOTIZED BY 
ANOTHER PARTY 


Mrs, Shackford Says She Was 
Influenced by Farmhand 


ADMITS KILLNG HER FUSBAND 


Says She Remembers Aiming Revolv- 
er at Him as He Slept but Does Not 
Remember Firing—Finding of Death 
Weapon, Bought Five Weeks Ago, 
Leads to Confession 


That she was hypnotized by her 
lover when she fired two shots from a 
revolver into her husband’s head at 
their home in Freedom, N. H., killing 
him as he lay asleep, is the statement 
of Mrs. Bessie L. Shackford to the 
police. 

The woman's husband, Edward A, 
Shackford, was killed Monday night, 
Sept. 29, twenty-four hours after she 
had been in the company of William 
Bean, a farmhand, who she now says 
had a strange influence over her. 

Sheriff Chandler said: “Mrs. Shack- 
ford made a statement to us which is 
virtually a confession. She told us 
she remembered aiming the revolver 
at her husband's head as he lay 
asleep, but that she didn’t remember 
firing. She said she was hypnotized 
by another party and that she wag un- 
der the mental control of another when 
the deed was done.” 

Chandler said Bean was the person 
she referred to as “another party.” 
He is now held as a material witness. 
When asked if a charge would be pre- 
ferred against Bean, Chandler said: 
“That depends on the developments of 
the next few days.” 

The sheriff said he did not believe 
Mrs. Shackford was telling the whole 
truth about the murder. He classed 
some of her statements as ‘‘equivo- 
cations.” He said he did not believe 
her when she said she did not remem- 
ber firing the bullets into her hus- 
band’s head. He said it was. evident 
she was trying to throw the blame on 
Bean, 

“She said Bean wanted to marry 
her, but that she had refused to agree 
to the proposition several times,” said 
the sheriff. 

It was not until the +evolver with 
which Mrs. Shackford committed the 
crime was found by Chandler under 
the meeting house that Mrs. Shack- 
ford broke down and confessed she 
was the slayer. ; 

When she was told the revolver nad 
been found she told the whole story 
to Sherifr Chandler, Deputy Tyler and 
Detective Hildreth. Later she re- 
peated it and it was taken down in 
shorthand by a stenographer. 

After confessing the deed 
Shackford seemed relieved. 
ward Littlefield, mother of the con- 
fessed slayer, is in a critical condi- 
tion as the result of the affair. 

The investigators learned that Mrs. 
Shackford purchased the revolver 
about five weeks ago from a maii or- 
der house in Chicago. She sent a 
money order for $1.58 and received 
the revolver in return by parcel post 
to her home in Freedom. She also 
purchased a box of fifty .32-calibre 
cartridges at the same time. The po- 
lice officias say this shows that the 
woman planned the murder a long 
time before she carried out her pur- 
pose. 

A short time after she purchased the 
revolver her husband found a_ box 
nearly filled with cartridges in the 
cellar. The discovery not only mysti- 
tied him but made him uneasy.

Order of New Hampshire Supreme

hold as administrator the property of 
the late Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy, 
the founder of Christian Science, un- 
til trustees are appointed by the pro- 
bate court. 

The court holds that Mrs. Eddy 
created a public trust to be adminis- 
tered by the First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, in Boston, under the 
court's sinervision. 

The trustees of the Mother Church, 
as the Boston church is known, had 
contended that the property should be 
turned over to them without further 
proceedings. The court ruled, how- 
ever, that Mrs. Eddy did not intend 
to give the property outright to the 
church to be administered as a part of 
its corporate assets.

HIS TESTIMONY 


Sulzer's Secretary Tries In 
Vain to Save His Chief 


SOME DAMAG NG ADMISSIONS 


Big Contributions to Campaign Con- 
cealed by Governor—Responsibility 
For Inadequate Accounts Brought 
Close to Executive—Defense Rests 
Without Calling Sulzer 


Without calling either Governor Sul- 
zer or his wife to the witness stand, 
his counsel rested their defense. 


According to Mr. Herrick, chief of 
his attorneys, Sulzer decided not to 
defend himself in person because he 
did not want to be placed in the posi- 
tion of shielding himself behind his 
wife—tfor it was for Mrs, Sulzer, ac- 
cording to the testimony, that Sulzer 
had his Wall street dealings. 

Out of a maze of interrogations 
which moved through hours, responsi- 
bility for Sulzer’s inadequate election 
expense account was brought very 
close to the impeached executive. 

Despite the attempt of Louis A. 
Sarecky, former confidential secre- 
tary to Sulzer, to shoulder all re- 
sponsibility and save his chief, he was 
pressed to the limit and finally ad- 
Mitted: 

That although he prepared the in- 
correct affidavit of expenses which the 
governor swore to, at Sulzer’s re- 
quest, the candidate never told him 
of cash or checks received by him per- 
sonally, and some of those were in- 
cluded. 

That he destroyed all 
campaign receipts. 

That he destroyed all records of 
campaign expenditures. 

That he destroyed all cancelled 
checks and all stubs. 

That although he destroyed all this 
evidence he was perfectly familiar 
with the operation of the corrupt prac- 
tices law. 

That while he recollected receiving 
heavy contributions from brewers and 
the liquor interests, he could give no 
good reason why only a single one of 
such contributions was included in the 
expense account. 

That although he realized the $2500 
contribution received from Jacob H. 
Schiff was far and away the largest 
contribution he personally received, 
he could not “think of a single rea- 
son” why he omitted it from the sworn 
statement. 

This testimony was put in the rec- 
ord only after a long, hard legal fight. 

In effect it showed the governor had 
a double-barrelled system under which 
the little fish went to Saracky’s net, 
while he kept the big fish for his own, 
and that when the task of making a 
report on the catch came, the keeper 
of the little net was left with the 
job, without having any tidings as to 
what the major fisherman had caught. 

In the main Sarecky made a fine 
witness and stuck very close to his 
original story. But he was forced to 
leave material gaps in the fortification 
he was constructing about his chief 
by hig failure to suggest plausible ex- 
cuses for his many acts.

Governor Has Enough Names to Run 
ag Independent Candidate 

William H. Dyer, formerly presi- 
dent of the Middlesex club of Boston, 
a Republican organization, dropped a 
bomb into the Massachusetts politi- 
cal situation py filing with the election 
board nomination papers for Governor 
Foss. There were 547 names upon 
the papers. 

Until the filing of the Foss papers 
by Dyer it was not known who any 
of the active men in the Foss cam- 
paign were, with the exception of Ex- 
Mayor Hall of Cambridge, now of 
Newton, who a few days ago took out 
about 100 Foss papers. 

Hall now has a sufficient number 
of names to nominate Foss. He stated 
that there would be more than twice 
as many as@re needed. The law pre- 
scribes only 1000 names from any part 
of the estate.

With but one dissenting vote, the 
more than 4000 delegates to the con- 
vention of the American Bankers’ as- 
sociation went on record as opposing 
the Glass-Owens currency bill, which 
now is pending the action of congress. 

The vote by which this stand was 
made was taken not directly upon the 
bill itself, but upon the report of the 
currency commission of the associa- 
tion. This report calls for the remov- 
ing or altering of twenty-one of the 
twenty-seven sections of the Glass- 
Owens bill.

Suicide Would Have Body Fed to 
Homeless Cats and Dogs 

An artist and a poet and unsuccess- 
ful at both, Alexander Bock took his 
life by inhaling gas in his studio at 
New York. He surrounded himself 
with oil paintings and charcoal draw- 
Ings—his own work. This letter lay 
in his lap: 

“I do not believe in any kind of reli- 
gion or in any God. The authorities 
of this city may feed my body to the 
homeless dogs and cats of this city.”

Marcia Torrens, the 12-year-old 
niece of the murdered woman, ran 
into the kitchen just as her aunt died. 
As Grasse pressed the smoking re- 
volver to his own temple to blow out 
his brains, the child seized his arm 
and pulled the weapon away. 

After calling in one of the neigh- 
bors Grasse walked away. The police 
and a posse of deputies from the sher- 
iff’s office are patrolling the roads in 
automobiles in an endeavor to inter- 
cept the fugitive before he reaches the 
big north woods.

Second of Laconia Football Team to 
Die From Infantile Paralysis 

Lewis M. Hutchins, 17, died at La- 
conia, N. H., of infantile paralysis, 
being the second member of the La- 
conia high school football team to die 
of the disease. The first was Morton 
W. Burnham. 

The school has been closed until 
further notice, and the health officers 
have fumigated the building. 

At a game played last Wednesday 
an agate iron pail and a sponge were 
used, and when the players wanted 
water the sponge was placed in their 
mouths and the infection may have 
come in this way. 


COMPROMISE ON RULES 


Danger of Strike on New Haven Road 
Appears to Have Passed 
While no official statements have 
been issued, the belief is now general 
that a compromise will be effected 
between the New Haven road and its 
engineers and firemen, in the contro- 

versy over seniority rules.

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Still Wrecking the Party 


The Republican party in Massa- 
chusetts is going through one of the 
most expensive experiences in its 
entire career. Loyal supporters of 
Republican principles in great num- 
bers are appreciating that such com- 
ments as have appeared in this col- 
umn about the Republican candidate 
for Governor had abundant founda- 
tion,:and the last straw in the mass

The editors have 
sought to include only the best 
hymns adapted to their purpose. As 


stated in the preface the editors 
have “searched critically through 
many modern hymnals for those 
hymns that can be sung with  sin- 


cerity and heartiness by young men 
of today.” In the selection of tunes 
dignity and vocal practicability were 
among the chief considerations. 

From the standpoint of book- 
making the hymnal is an admirable 
piece of work and is in keeping with 
the excellence for which the Ginn 
Company is noted. The title of the 
book is “Hymns for Schools and 
Colleges.”

Anti-Suffragist Meeting 


An interesting and well attended 
meeting was held on Tuesday after- 
noon in the Lower Town Hall, at 
which the speakers were Mrs. Wn. 
Lowell Putnam dnd Mrs, A. ; 
George, both well known members 
of the Massachusetts Society Opposed 
to the Further Extension of Suffrage 
to Women. The audience which was 
composed of women, several of whom 
are members of the Andover Branch 
of the Woman’s Suffrage League, 
listened with close attention to the 
remarks made. 

Mrs. Putnam, who was the first 
speaker, and who has played an in- 
fluential part in the Ellis Milk Bill 
legislation, took up some of the argu- 
ments which are advanced by the 
suffragists such as the raising of wo- 
men’s wages and betterment of work- 
ing conditions to be brought about 
with the granting of the right to 
vote. She pointed out that the 
franchise will not lessen or change 
these conditions, that it is more in- 
telligence that is needed, that women 
can do more by their wholesome and 
understanding interest to Overcome 
evils such as the white slave traffic 
(for which, Mrs. Putnam said, vo- 
men are undoubtedly responsible), 
than they can do by vote. She de. 
clared that women should be un- 
trammelled by any political affilia- 
tion, and that they should be free 
to devote their energy to the accom- 
plishment of work along lines for 
which they are best fitted and in 
which they can be most influential. 
The granting of the franchise would 
be a mistake economically, she said, 
for itf*would mean a duplication of 
work. ; 

Mrs. George, who was the princi- 
pal speaker of the afternoon, laid 
great stress upon what she declared 
to be the rapidly growing tendency 
of the woman suffrage movement to- 
wards socialism. A few years ago, 
she said, anti-suffragists were en- 
gaged in fighting the extension of 
suffrage because they were convinced 
that votes for women. would not bet- 
ter industrial conditions nor have 
any other similar remedial effect. 
Now, however, the contest has taken 
a very different drift and, according 
to quotations and statements which 
she presented, coming from. well- 
known suffrage leaders, the gaining 
of the right to vote is a practically 
unimportant part of the changes 
which will follow, when woman will 
be socially and industrially and sex- 
ually independent, when she no 
longer will be “parasitic” upon man, 
and when there will come about a 
complete social revolution. She in- 
sisted that this tendency is becoming 
more and more alarming and the sit- 
uation steadily growing more serious. 
Many women, who are at present 
more or less indifferent or who are 
generally in favor of women’s having 
a right to vote, although personally 
they may not care to exercise the 
right, have not awakened to the fact 
that the coming of suffrage will bring 
with it much more than the mere 
right to vote, and she closed with a 
strong plea for more determined 
anti-suffrage feeling and a clehrer 
realization of the present situation. 

At the close of the meeting anti- 
suffrage literature and buttons were 
distributed, and the speakers then 
departed for Lawrence where they 
were to address another meeting. 

Mrs. Putnam and Mrs. George 
must have felt gratified at the results 
accomplished by their arguments, for 
in both Lawrence and Andover at the 
close of the meetings many ladies 
enrolled themselves as anti-suffra- 
gists.

McDOUGALL’S MUSINGS 


Farming (No, 2) 


Almost every newspaper in Boston 
has editorials and letters about the 
possibility of raising cattle on New 
England farms. 

Like many other questions, some 
say that, at present high prices of 
beef, fat cattle fit for the butcher can 
be profitably raised on every farm, 
while others say that it is not pos- 
sible, even with these high prices, 
to compete with the western states. 
Like many, other statements there 
may be a grain of truth in both of 
these assertions. I am not to dictate 
to the intelligent farmers, who read 
these musings, as to what they should 
do or not do about this cattle rais- 
ing. My grandfather kept half a 
dozen cows, and when a young lad 
I learned to milk a cow. I lived for 
a year with a farmer who kept over 
100 cattle and did a business in rais- 
ing and fattening: cattle for the 
butchers. 

It'may interest my Irish readers 
when I state that the best fat cattle 
I ever saw. and the neatest kept and 
best barn I ever saw was in Ireland. 


But I must not digress as it was 
about the possibility of raising cattle 
protitably in New England that we 
were to muse about. 

To the man in the street, cattle 
are just cattle, that’s all. Let me 
say in the first place (as the clergy- 
men in Scotland said when they be- 
gan a sermon that lasted a full hour 
and ran on to tenthly and a long 
application after the tenthly) that 
all our farmers who are in the milk 
business near towns will not quit 
producing milk at nine or ten cents 
a quart and try to raise cattle, either 
at the bidding of Mayor Fitzgerald, 
or the wise men of Chicago, who said 
the other day that every farmer 
should and could raise fat cattle pro- 
fitably. 

The difficulty with our New Eng- 
land farmers is what are they to do 
with these cattle in the winter 
months. They have to buy almost 
all the food for milk cows, say from 
November till April. To buy food 
for these cattle they are told to raise 
just means that the cost of bringing 
them through at least two winters 
would make it, not a profitable busi- 
ness, but an absurd undertaking. 

From what I have seen of Maine 
and New Hampshire my opinion is 
that many farms not in the milk busi- 
ness could profitably raise cattle and 
the difficulty of feeding them during 
the winter could be overcome if the 
farmers grew oats and turnips, alter- 
nating this crop with the present 


system of only growing corn and 
potatoes. Oats, straw and turnips 
will not only bring cattle through the 
winter, but will make them thrive 
and gain in weight. Yes, that may 
be correct but where are we to house 
these cattle. We have no barns or 
stables to shelter them and keep 
them warm; well, just build suitable 
accommodation as it is vain to think 
that cattle will thrive shivering out- 
side in our zero weather. 

Intensive farming advocated by 
our agricultural colleges just means 
rotation of crops and deep plough- 
ing. and a hoed root crop _ like 
turnip just means a much larger re- 
turn per acre of all other crops, and 
the barn manure put back to the 
land will continue to keep the land 
(as they say in Scotland) in good 
heart. This part of farming is clear- 
ly and graphically told by Mr. Tru- 
man Palmer of Washington, in 
pamphlets published by the govern- 
ment about the sugar beet industry. 
Last week I got half a dozen pam- 
phlets about this sugar beet root 
business. These books were franked 
to me by Senator Lodge, who I am 
sorry to hear is seriously ill.  Al- 
though I do not agree with him in 
many things I hope that he may be 
spared to be of use to his country 
in his declining years. . 

This subject of cattle raising can- 
not be settled by a mayor suggesting 
compulsory raising of cattle for beef 
nor by savants in Chicago who, hav- 
ing a good share of this world’s 
goods, think that they know every- 
thing about cattle raising. ; 

Farmers generally are an_intelli- 
gent class. The very isolation of 
farm life gives them self reliance and 
gumption, and it is for every farmer 
to decide for himself what he is to] 
raise or not to raise on his farm. 
Whenever a farmer sees that another 
mode of farming will be to his ad- 
vantage he will at once change to 
the system that will help to clear his 
mortgage. : 

Just a word in closing this musing. 
The farmer's wife has much to do 
with a farmer’s success. True, a wife 
has a deal to do with any man’s suc- 
cess in life, but a farmer’s wife who 
can put a few feathers from the poul- 
try yard on her hat, putting a new 
feather on, say every three months, 
is a jewel above price. This mode 
of getting a new hat costs nothing. 
and while the genteel woman living 
in a city spends every other week 
ten to twenty dollars on new hats, 
the sensible farmer’s wife with a 
new feather on the same hat can 
“look and laugh at a’ that.”

men of widely varying ages met in 
the same class. Latin was the chief 
subject for study, and the pupils were 
forced to memorize a Latin Gram- 
mar, word for word, while work was 
equally stringent in the simple math- 
ematics and smattering of Greek that 
was taught.

This was burned 
in 1864, and the present Main Acad- 
emy building constructed. Since 
that time the school has been con- 
tinually growing and increasing in 
power and _ scope until now the 
Academy buildings number over two 
score. 

In 1786 Ebenezer Pemberton, the 
second principal, took up the reins 
of government.

The earliest benefactor was Dr. 
John Phillips, founder of Phillips 
Exeter Academy, who gave liberally 
in money during the early days of the 
school.

“Founders Day ”—Something About 
One of the Founders 


In looking over the ancient rec- 
ords of the Andover Association of 
Ministers, which celebrated its one 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary at 
Lowell on Tuesday, I came upon 
this item which may have an 
historical interest in connection with 
the ancient and honorable Phillips 
family of our town, especially at this 
first celebration of Founders Day. At 
a meeting of the “Ministers Meeting” 
(which was a kind of foster-mother of 
our Andover Association), in George- 
town, in 1737, it was voted to “ap- 
prove Mr. Samuel Phillips, Jr. for 
Occasional Preaching.” This Sam- 
uel was the son of Rev. Samuel, the 
first pastor of the South Parish, 
father of Judge Samuel, the patron 
saint of Andover Hill, grandfather 
of Col. John, and great-great-grand- 
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father of Phillips Brooks. The fact 
that he was a _ licensed preacher 
seems to have been so forgotten: that 
it found no place in the painstaking 
history of the family by Dr. John L. 
Taylor. Although there is no record 
or tradition that this Samuel, the 
North Anodver merchant, ever did 
any “occasional preaching,” the 
North Parish church, of which he 
was a‘ deacon, the old town, of which 
he was the most prominent citizen, 
the Academy, of which he was a co- 
founder and first president of the 
trustees, the state, which he served 
as representative and Governor’s 
councillor, and the country in the 
revolutionary times when he was a 
devoted patriot, all had reason to 
“approve” the “occasional” work ‘he 
did, all the time, during his long life 
in the old “Phillips Manse” in the 
North Parish.
